part. This euil growing great, maniteſt inſur rea ions wer made 
againſt the ſtate, mightie and fierce armpes were rapſed aga init 
the countrep, baniſhed me ſtriuing foz reſtitutiõ, oz magiſtrates 
contending among them elues, foz offices at home, oꝛ armp a- 
bzoade . Dome there were,in power like p2inces,and as Ponar- 
kes, made leaders of ſeditious armies:ſome would not leane the 
army that was deliuered them of the people: ſome without au⸗ 
thozitie, would lenie ſtraunge ſouldiers againſt their enimies, 
kriuing whether of the ſhould fir ſt get the Citic,in wozd againſt 
the cotrary fadiõ, but in deede againſt y countrey:foz they inua⸗ 
ded it, as an enemy,Cruell murders were vſed in ſome, in others 
pꝛolcriptions to deathe, baniſhments, conſiſcations, 6 tozments 
intollerable, ſo as no kinde ot crueltie was left vndone till Corne- 
i Hlla, one of the mightie Captaines of rebellion, fiftppeares 
after Sracchus healing tuil with euil, made himſelfe a Ponarke 
fo2 a time:the which kinde of officers, they called Pit aters, vſed 
in moſt daungerous times, and commonly giuen ouer after fire 
monethes were ended. But 9, being in deede Pickater by fozce, 
e u. perpetuall, vet in ſpeach pꝛetending to be eleaed, when he had his 
eee fill of that rule alone, was the firft man, (as I thinke) that durſt 
dor de os hoffe Freely giue oucr a Ciranicall power, atfirming he woulde aun- 
backe. {were fo2 his doings, if any woulde accuſe hun: and in the ſighte 
Ct all ſoztes, eg anzinateman,many times he went to the com- 
mon place, and returned dome againe without hurte . Suche a 
keare was there pet et his auchoꝛitie, in them that behelde hym, 
22 an aſtonichmente, ok the reſigning of it, oꝛ a reucrence, that 
her offered to aunſweare fo2 hys doyngs, oꝛ ſome other cur⸗ 
teſie and conſide ration, acknowledging his £ Tyzanny to haue 
bene pꝛofitable to thecountrey.

remedy this matter, fo2 it was not eaſp, noꝛ altogither equal, to 
thꝛuſt them out of poſſeſſion, that had had ſo long continaance in 
their landes and houſes, which they had ſo wel planted and pꝛo⸗

Tue poote The poꝛe men onthe contrary ſide, complaine that they were 
PEO b:ought from god wealth, to extreme want, and thereby to decay 
of continugunce, not being able to bꝛing vp their childzen. They 
ſhewed how many tymes they had bin a warfare to winne thys 
land, and myght not beare to be bereft their publike poztto, They 
rapled on the riche, that in the ſteade of fre men, Citizens, and 
ſouldiers, they had choſen bonde ſeruanntes, a generation euer 
vnkaithkull and ſtubboꝛne, therfoze not fitte foʒ the warre. Thus 
the one reuiling and vpbꝛapding the other, the multitude, that ei⸗ 
ther were of the Romaine koundation, oꝛ of their owne gouerne⸗ 
ment, and al other, that any wapes were partakers ofthe lande, 
fearing the loſle therof,reſozted togither, and were deuided wyth 
the one oz the other, and ſo being enbolded by number, they wax- 
ed ſierte, ſtirring rebellion, and abiding til the law ſhould be dil⸗ 
cuſſed:the one by no mean to ſuffer it to pꝛeuaile:the other, that it 
might take place to the vttermoſt. Both ſides were ambitioullye 
The Latin bent fo2 the ſequele of it, and againſt the appointed day pꝛepared 
eranlation of themſelues. Gra» minde ſtode vppon a reſolution, not to ſur- 
the lrallian diffe- ther aboundance of riches, but the encreaſe of men, in p2oc 
rechtromehe of the which commoditie, he muche magnifyed himſelfe, as in a 
trauell that to /cal:ecouldnot be of moꝛe hono2 noꝛ impoꝛtance, 
the difficultye wherof he did not conceine.

Gre ol andes ſe it executed, was Gracch#: hymſelfe the lawmaker, and a bꝛo- 
arr. ther ok hys name, and Appius Claudius hys father in lawe. So 
Appin Clandiws muche dyd the people feare, that all the laboure of the lawe 
ſhoulde bee loſt , vnlefſe Graccbus and all hys familie hadde the 
execution of it, Sracchus was maruellouſly magnifyed fo; thys 
lawe, and accompanped of the people to his houſe as a pzeſer- 
ner, not of one Citie oz Countrey, but ofall the nations of 7- 
taly. Thys bepng done, they that bad the day, returned to the 

landes in the Countrep from whence they came foz that pur- 
poſe, but thep that loſt the dap, remayned diſcontented, and tals 
ked that Gracchus ſhoulde not eſcape blame when he ſhoulde bee 
out of office, that durſt violate a Pagiſtrate of ſo greate autha⸗ 
ritie, and gyue occafion of ſo manifeſt ſedition in 77. Nowe 
was it Sommer, and the tyme of choſing Tribunes at hande, 
It ſemed that the ryche woulde ſo laboure, as the office ſhould 
be gynuen to ſome of Gracchus greateſt enimies. The trpall bees 
png at hande, and her afrayde that her ſhoulde not ber elected 
Tribune foꝛ the yeare to come, called people out of the Coun⸗ 
trey, to gyue voyce in the election, but they beepng otcupyen 
Grecbu tz, uin Sommer buſinelle, and the daye dzawpng nygh, he was 
Soqzadha compelled to make the pcople of the Citie hys refuge , and

The contention beyng greate , and Gracchus hauyng the 
wozle, he deferred the diſcuſſing tyll the nerte dape, and 
bepng vtterlye diſcouraged, although pet in office, he remap⸗ 
ned the reſt of the whole daye in the common place, beſ&echyng 
euerpe man to bee hys helpe, as though be ſhoulde ſtreyghte 
baue bin deſtroyed of hys enimies. The pwze men were mo⸗ 
ned wyth compaſſion , and conſideryng that they were not 
vcd indifferently as Citizens, but rather as ſlaues to the luſt 
of the ryche, and fearpng foz 6racchw tate, who ſuffered fo 
thepꝛ ſake with lamentation, they all bzoughte hym to hys 
houſe at nyghte, and bade hym be of god chere agapnfte 
the nexte daye. Gracchw beepng thus encouraged , aſſembled 
bys parte in the nyghte, and gaue them a watchwozde to 
kyghte it out if neede required, Then hee went to the Temple 
of the Capitoll, where the election ſhoulde ber, and when the 
aſſemblie was come togyther, and her in the myddeſt of them, 
ſome of the Tribunes and the ryche men woulde not ſuffer 
the election to pꝛocede foz hym : wherefoze he gaue hys 
watche wozde , they that were pꝛiuie to it made a greate 
ſhoute, and beganne the frap, ſome ſfode ab Gracchus 8 
to guarde hys perſon, ſome toze the ſcates, ſome wꝛang the "bers 3 
roddes and maces out of the Sergeantes handes, ſome rente 
aſunder, euerpe thyng , and bet the ryche menne out of the 
place, wyth luche a tumulte and terroure, as all the Tri⸗ 
bunes ranne awape, and the Pꝛieſtes ſhutte the Temple 
dozes.

In fozmer times it was founde 
molt neceſſarie, but nowe neyther in memoꝛ ie, noz after cares 
foz, When the Senate, as wel as they could, had reſolued what 
vas to be done, they went vp to the Capitoll, and Cornelius gcipise 
Naſica, by the name of chicfe Biſhop led the wap, and ſpake with

ris, and other, to the number of twelue Senato2s, as ſtirrers 
of tumuit, rebellious to the Conſuls, pzouokers of flaues to re- 
uolt, by offering them libertie, foz the:whiche they were pzoclays 
med enimies to the Romaine fate; andihat it ould be latofull 
to kil them without puniſhment, oꝛ bꝛing them to the;Conſuts; 
Their godes were confiſcate. and ſerchers ranne aboute to 
catch the, who founde gu yit un, and ſie to him. Haris alone with⸗ 
out ſeruant oꝛ fellow fledde to tinturna the rulers of that Citie 
fo2 feare of the ꝛoclamation, ping him in a cloſehouſe, that 
badde bin ſire times Conſull, and done ſo mam natahle f 
would not he authours of his death, dut ſente a Freuchman that

ume feare; and a fame ſpoken ſrom his childhode, that the man 


ſhoulde be ſeauen times Conſull, foz they ſay, when he was a 
childe, ſeuen yang Eagles fell into his lappe, whiche the South⸗ 
ſapers did ſhewe, that he ſhoulde ſeauen times haue the greateſt 
honoz. The Pagiltrates of 1 inturna remembzing this, and 
thinking the Frenchman was feared by Gods operation, they 
conuepd Marius out of their Citie, to ſane himlſelfe as well as 
be could. He knowing that he was ſought foꝛ of 4544, and t ollo⸗ 
wed of the Hoꝛſemen, went toward the Sea by vabeate wapes, 
and chanſing vpon a Cotage, ſtaped there, and couered hys body 
with leaues, he hearde a noyſe, and lay ſtill conered wyth hys 
leaues, but hearing it moꝛe and moꝛe, he lept into an old Fiſher- 
mans bote, and toke it away ſpight of his teth:a tempeſt aroſe, 
and he cutte the Cable, and hoyſted the ſaile, and committed him⸗ 
ſelfe to foꝛtune, and ſo he tame to an Jland, where he founde a 
Shippe of his friendes, with whome he ſapled into 250 1⁴, but bee- 
ing reiected from thence by gextus the Pꝛeſidente, as an enimie, 
he lined all that Winter in the Sea, vnder the Pountapnes of 
Numidia, Being thus againe a ſeabozde and knowen, of hys 
friends; there ſapled to him cichegau, Granius, Albenouanus, Lecto- 
rin ij und others, and his ſonne, all the whiche being valiant men, 
fledde from Ame to a XNumdian Pꝛince, and being afrayde of 
Treaſon, departed from thence. Theſe had god will ta ſet vpon 
£ll«, whome they thought violently to vſe their Countrey, but 
lacking army, they tarried till occaſion might ſerue. Sy beeyng 
the firſt that euer entred the Citie with armes, and able to haus 
made himſelfe in x9»cequall with a Ponarch, after he was 
auenged of his enimie, he did willingly refrayne from violece. 
He ſent his army to cu, and ruled agapne as a Conſull. The 
facion of the baniſhed, chiefly the riche menne and women that 
were full of money, being deliuered of feare of the army, were 
earneſt foꝛ the returne of their men, and omitted neyther cars 
noꝛ coſt, laying wayte foꝛ the Conſulles bodyes, bycauſe if they 
were well, their matter were daſhed. Howe when ye ſhonlde 
leaue his office, the army 9228 was appopnted him againſt i-

f Ce/-r was a deepe dinembler, e in the Senate houſe vied ſpeas 
Cees ern ches of reconciliation wyth 3:b«/w-,that by their dulention, the 
Lubalas. comon wealth might take no ſcathe. Hee giuing creoite to this 

pꝛetence, being vnaduiſed and vnpꝛepareo, and ignoꝛant of c 
ſars meaning, founde that hee hadde made greate pꝛouiſion in 
ſecreate, and demiedlawes fo2 the pwze agapnſte the Senate, 
diuidyng landes vnto them: the beffe that was aboute Cu, 
he appointed as of the common treaſure, to ve beſtowed vppon 
them that had bin fathers of thꝛee childꝛen, and by thys means 
he wan the harts of the multitude. Foz twenty thouſande were 
accompted only to take the benefite of thꝛee childꝛen.

The 
yearely officers by turne came to viſite hym, and ſo did the Pꝛe⸗ 
lidents of Pꝛouinces, the Generals of armies, and ther noble 
men, lo as ſometime there were a hundzed and twenty Maces 
about hym, and moꝛe than two hundzed Senatours, ſome, to 
thanke him koꝛ their offices, ſome, to ſeke money, and ſome foʒ 
one thing, and ſome foꝛ another.

?» to fighte foꝛ their libertpe, agapnſte them that ſpoyled it, they 
” thinkyng, not houſes, but men to be their Citie. In dopng of 
the whyche, they recouered it againe, and ſhoꝛtly made it mozg 
” glozious. Our pꝛogenitoꝛs likewiſe, when the Frenche Celtes 
”” tnuaded,fo2ſoke the Cittie, which c. comming from Ar. 
deu did reſtoꝛe agapne, All wpſe men thynke their Countrep 
” to be, where their liberty is: whyche wee confideryng, haue 
” ſayled hither, not leaupng oure Countrey, but pꝛeparyng foz 
” it, and mnalpe ts defend it, againſte him that doeth violentlpe 
„ inuade it, and by cozruption, and taketh Italy deſolated, whom 
pou haue declared an enimp, he now ſends pꝛeſidents into your

him with ſcauentie Gallies vtterly vnpꝛouided, that he durſte 
not medle with him. Foꝛ as to wardly as he did now peeld vnto 
him vp the Sea, ſo after did he as cruelly kyl him wh? he was 
Loꝛd of all at x .me. Mherefoꝛe it is euident that he was then 
ouerboꝛne with the feare of his kelicitie. Car thus being ſa⸗ 
ned againſt all hope, and paſt A elleſpont he pardoned the Jomians, 
Aetolians, and other nations that inhabite greate Cherroneſe, 
which by one name is called fa ß lower. He foꝛgaue them 
that tent emball ours to traue it. Underſtanding that Pompey 
was gone to xgyt he went to the Rhodes, where he would not 
tarry fo the dane of his armye tdat was comming to him by

Then Polabella d yong 
man and a noble, appointed to be Conſull, after car had ben 
gone, koꝛ the reſte of the yeare , hauing on the garment ol a 
Conſul, and the aces of his office, was the ſecond that ſpake 
cuill, and pꝛetended he was p2tute to the deniſe, and only ſozin 
at his hand was not at the doing of it: and as ſome ſaye, beg 
decreed that that dape ſhoulde be honoured as the byzth 
dap of the Citie.

in pee againile Co/ars Captaines, and lykewyſe c cru 
and tar ulus that were depziued and baniſhed hy Car, being 
Tribunes of the people. When they hadde thus ſapde, they 
wente vppe againe to the Capitoll, foz they dyd not truſts! 
verye muche in that multitude. Then their kriendes and kinſ⸗ 
folke might repaire vnto them into the Temple, ol mene 
chole 
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choſe the molk auntient to ſend fo ceyidis and Ænton foꝛ recon⸗ Meſfenge to

ciliation, and regarde of libertie, and to ſaue the Countrey from 
the euils that might gro we, vnlelle they be fozeſeene. This much 
did the meſſengers require, not pzayſingp thing that was done,

thought it beſt to tarry foz a better occaſion, and deniſe to gette 
Deumuw army that was ſo valiant and expert, with laboures ne⸗ 
ner left. Nauing this fetch, Tnteny thus aunſwered the meſſen- 
gers. Foz pꝛiuate diſpleaſure we will wozke nothing, bat fo2 , 
offence and matter, wherein we are all \wozne to c to bee, 
kepers of his body, and defend it againſt violence, it is requiſite , 
dy our oth to follow the fa that is done, and the rather to lyne , 
with a few pure, than all to be in daunger of thoſe erecrations, , 
pet fo2 their honoz that be of that opinion, we will debate with , 
you in the Senate houſe, and take the way foz the Citie, that, 
by common conſent ſhall ſeme god.

i th3ulde be rewarded, Other denyed the rewardgthemſelnes not 
J (hs 2; 1 — 
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deſiring it, noꝛ hauyng done it toꝛ that intente, but thoughte it 
juſt they ſhould only be comme ded as well doers. Some would 
not allow that commendation, but onelp thoughte it ynough if 
they were fozgpuen, Thus did they deuiſe and fozecaſt at the

Panye of them called C/ar into the lawe foz the 
lands, euery one clapming his owne, and foz that muche wi 
common, by reaſon of condemned, baniſhed, and attaynted mt 
Lheſe contronerſies they bzought befoze nt ny, oꝛ befozes 
labella, the other Conſul. If any matter were heard befoze old

ther armpe to reſiſt AÆntonye Tpꝛannie. When he had ſapde 
thus, he willed oc to enter, who lap a little withoute the 
Citie at the Temple of Mart. Heer dyd ſo, and came to the 
Temple of Jupiters chyldzen, about the wbyche the Souldioures 
ſcode with thepz weapons openly. carnutius ſpake firſte againſt 
Antony. Then octauum hymſelte reuiued the memoꝛie of hys 
father, and ſhewed what iniurie Aten hadde done hym, 
whereby he was fozced to gette an armpe foz hys ſuretie, 
' wyth the whyche he woulde obey, and ſerue his Countrey in all

Another kepte the 
paſſace of the floud, by the officers of the Citie deuiding them 
ſelues: and ſome hadde bzonghte their moneps to the pozte in 
Shippes and boates, that if they were ouercsme, they mpght 
eſcape by Sea. 

Thus they dyd with greate boldneſſe and ſpeede, truſtyng 
thereby to affray C , 02 to moue hym without his army to 
aſke the Conſulſhippe of them, oz mankullp to defende them⸗ 
ſelues, and that the ſtate myghtechange to contrarie foztune,

C:cere ftanding at the doze and recepuing them 
with greate iope and gladneſſe : and when it was knowne it 
was but a falſe runo2, be fledde his waye in a waggon. 

Ceſar laughing at them, bzoughte his armpe u gher the 
Citie, to the place called the fielde of rs. He hurt none of the 
officers, not ſo much as craſuus, h; was poſting into Picene, gl, 
thoughe hee was bꝛoughte vnto hym in a ſeruile babite, but 
ſpared all, ta the opinion of bys humanitie, albeit , not long 
after, he put them to death. 

The common treaſure founde in /4n:c/» 02 in any other 
place, he commaunded to be bꝛought togither; and al that was 
afoze appointed by cicero, he diſtributed to his army. two thou 
ſande and fine hundzed dzammes to euerp man, the reſiduehe 
pꝛomiled to giue them. When he had done this, he retyzed 
from the Citie, till the election of the Conſuls, when, he was 
choſen,and with him, . Pedius, às he delired, who had left a po 
tion of car, inheritaunce vnto hym. 

Then he came into the Cittie as Conſul, and ſacrifiſed, 
And there appeared to him twelue Gripes, as did to K 
when he builded the Cittie . The ſacrifices being ended, ha 
gaue him ſelfe in adoption, to his father, accoꝛding to the lau 
Curiate, that is, to be confirmed in adoption by the people.

It was to ſee them fal 
at a flaues frete with teares, namyng him ſautour and 
god maiſter: and moze pitiſull it was, that when they hadde 
done all this, they could get no grate, there was all ſhapes 
of miſerie: not as in ſedition oꝛ ſacking of a Cittie, where 
men myghte feare their foes and enimies, and truſt. thei fas 
milies, but here they were mozeafrapde of them, thap of the 
kilters; The whiche beyng voyde of feare:, otherwiſe than 
in tumulte au) warre , they ſodainclye of kriendes wert 
made enimies, epther fo2 hydden hate, oz fo2 the pꝛoclapmed 
rewards, oꝛ ſoꝛ the gold and ſiluer in their houſes:foꝛ by thys 
octaſſon, euerve man waxed extremely vnkaythful to his may 
ter. and their reward did ouerwhelme naturall dewty.taward 
the lame, and he that was fapthfull and wel willing, was a, 
ſrayde to help, to hyde, oꝛ conceale, fo2 the crueltie of the pw.

At thys 
tyme two Eagles fate vpon the two ſiluer Egles in the kan 
derde, beatyng at them, oꝛ as ſome ſay, coueryng them, and tar 
ried Fill, and were kedde with publique pꝛouiſton appoynted 
krom the Generalles, and the night befoze the dap of the bat 
tel!,thep fiewe away, 

In two dayes tomyng to the gulfe of elina, thep went te 
oeno, ard from 0210 to Poriſco, and other places, to the mounle 
Serrio, which ſtretchyng to the ſea, they kepte ſtil by lande. Ther 
commaunded 74» Cymbr with a nauie and one — 
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tertapne Archers, to goe by that coalt, which befoze had bin de⸗ 
erte, although the land was god, the F neyther vſing the 
Sta, no2 foꝛ feare receyuing them that came from the contrary 
toaſt. The G rectans and the Caltidonians keping that ſhoze, and 
vſing the Sea, flouriſhed in Merchaundiſe and tyllage, the Tra. 
nus Agri yng with them foꝛ the receppt of their Bountapnes, 
till Philip, A myntas ſonne, did ouertome the Chul dean and others, 
ſo as nothing is to be ſeene of the paſſengers, but onely a attic 
Chappell, 

This deſert place Tullias quickly paled ouer, fo as fo2 Brut 
company, he eſpped a fitte place, and meaſuredit foz the Campe, 
ke#ping that ſame courſe with his Shippes, in ſo much as Nor- 
lanus lefte the ſtreight of the Sr, as vnp2ofitable to bee a 
kept, which things happened as they deſired: fo; at the ſighte of „ ne 
theſe Shippes, Nerbanus was troubled of Saria, and called Ce- N 
lis from 7wrpilio to come tohym in halt, and he did ſo. The. 
ſtreightes of Turpilis being left, zrutus men wente on:the decepte 
appearing, Norbanus and C editius toke gapeis inantullp, ſo as Bru- 
tus people could not paſſe:wherfoze they were afrayde, leaſt they 5-7-0. 
muſt now goe aboute, as they ſhoulde haue done at the begyn- 
ning, and to paſſe enery place beſette, not hauing time conueni⸗ 
entfoz it,bycauſe of the Mountaines, and the ſeaſon of the peare. 

Standing in this ſtay, x-/c0po/« ſapde vnto them, there was a dee 
way by acompaſſe to the Pountapne of the Sapeerans of the 8 20 
dayes iourney, neuer gone ok men befoze, fo2 the ſharpRockes, 5H{02*4 
want of water, and thickneſſe of wodde: therefoze if they woulde 
goe it, they muſk carrie water, and paſſe a ſtreight way, yet paſ- | 
lable:and this tourney koꝛ the ſolitarineſſe, the very birdes could Solitary vyay.

Then her beſieged the great Citieof 
Phraata, where hee founde hps errour, in leaupng hys artillerie 
behinde. Therekoꝛe to cauſe hys men to do ſomewhat, he made 
them caſte vp mountes. In the meane time the king came fozth 
with a mighty army. and hearing that the artillerie was left be 
Hind, he ſent a great parte of his hozſc men, which flew T 
and ten thouſand that were left foꝛ the tuſtodp of the Engines, 
x toke and ſpilled the munitid. The which did much diſcourage 
bis Soldtours, + cauſed that the kyng of Armenia fo2ſokehim, 
fo2 whoſc cauſe he made the warre. The Parrh1ans were very 
bꝛagge vpon the Nye, wherefoze Antonie twhke ten legims, 
and all his hoꝛſemen to range the countrie, thereby to pꝛouobe 
the enimie to fight. Uhe he had gone one dayes tourney, he ſal 
the enimies round aboute him, therekoꝛe, in his campe he detet⸗ 
mined to fight, yet would not lo ſerme, but rayſed his campe as 
to goe away, commaundyng that when the fate men were at 
bande, the hoꝛſemenne ſhoulde ſette vppon the enimte, whiche 
ſtode in a triangle battaple to behslde the Rn god oꝛdet, 
ſhakyng their dartes . When the tyme ſerued, the hozfemen 
gaue ſo fierce an onſette vppon them, as they twke away 
the vſe of they? ſhotte, notwithſkandyng they ſtucke to it. But 
when the fotemen came, with ſhoute and fearefull i

The next day Anteny returned to his Camp, and by the way 
at the firſt mette with few of his enimies,aftcrwards moze and 
moe, and at the laſt ail, ſo as being much moleſted with them, 
with much adoe he got tothe Tentes, where the eninne afſaul- 
ted the trench, the which, diuers foz feare did foꝛſaͤke. Where- 
foze Anteny puniſhed cuerp tenth man, and fedde the reſt wpth 
barley. The warre was grauous to them both, fo: Axrony 
could no moꝛe goe a foꝛaging without great loſſe, And the Ryng vvic@variy, 
feared, that if his men ſhoulde lye in the fielde all Minter, they 
would foꝛ ſake him. Wherefoze he deuiſed this policie. The Souldyoures, 


noble men of the arthians ſuffered the Remane to càarrie ala 


that the king woulde be glad of peace, and ſo riding nerrer the 
armp, would rebuke Anteny fog keeping them there in ſo ſtrange 
acountrey, ont of the whiche, though the Parthian were then 
friends, it ſhoulde be harde foꝛ them to eſcape. Mhen Annen 
hearde of this, he cauſed to be enquired, whether theſe men dyd 
ſpeake by the Kings conſent, which they aunſweked to be. Then 
he ſente to the Ring, that it he woulde reſtoꝛe the Captiues and 
enügnes, he would depart. The Ling ſapd, he would ſende them 
to him, ik he would depart quickly. Therefoʒe Ant made vp, 
and retired, At his going away, he did not ſpeake to the Souldp⸗ 
dures as he was wont to dae, being very eloquente that wap,

The fifth. dape, Fuluius Gallus a valiant: man, deſired An- 
ten to haue a greater bande of ſhotte, and moze Yozſemen, and 
he would do ſome notable feate, which when he had receyned, e 
put backe the enimie, not returning to the armie againe- as they 
did beroꝛe . but purſuing them along without fearc, whiche when 
the leader of the rerewarde did. ſ, he called him backe, but ha 
w3uld not obep. And whereas /t toke the banner to tum 
backe, he put it fo2 ward againe, and badde dym meddle with hys

that was in greate credite wyth Anteny dyd not well, faz he 
ſente but a fewe at once, which were ſone put backe, and vtterly 
haede bin last, hadde not Aauteny teme wyth hys- legions i 
time, and abated the courage of the cnimie.

ſeemed great and harde vnto them, todiſpatch ſomany armies 


of men and ſhippes, diuided by the whole circle of the lande and

muche lyke a young man, but he got the fauoure of the people, 
whiche was ſtroken with greate feare. Foz thep that feare, 
when better hape is pzomiſed then, they be coinfozted. And ſo 
nne was decreed vnto hym, as by a fozeſygbt.that he wou 

do ſome thing wozthy the nobleneſſe of hys mynd, which the an⸗ 

tients dionot call ER of minde, but raſhaeſſe rather of 

zqurage. 

Which when geri. phreepued, he ſpake to the people again, 

after thatfozte that he ſpake of-himſelf befsze, adding this, that 

Me erhoꝛted the El⸗ Hh . of 
ders to take that pꝛouinee, if any of them woulde: he willingly **7 
gane place. But whe no man was found to take it, he went with 
the moze effimation and admeration of all men into his pꝛo⸗ 
into the whiche he led with him. h. fotemen, and five 
hundzed hozſemen , Foz Anibal vering Italie, a greater num⸗ 
bercould not be ſpared.

M. men 
at the gates, which taking their occaſion, ſhould ſally with their 
ſWoꝛos only: bicauſe in thoſe ſtreights thei cauto nat vle ſpears: 
other he comaunded to kep the wals and towers, and they there

hundꝛed of them as thep paſſed.a water, and others that wer 
fledde into an hill, he compaſed with trenches and mountes, 
and {ulieda great multitude. Then entring tante, he walled 
one parte, and gu angther. Some, that ſente Embaſſadoꝛs iu 
confirie the league made with A trilia, and bzoken of * 
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he receyned into friendſhip, and compounded the matter wyth 
them. Alſo he kapned that he was ſozy fo; them, and knewe, 
that the p, foz continuall wante, were dziuen to ſpople, and ſo 
bzeaking league, made warre. J know e quoth he) that pou were 
töpelled to it by the barenneſſe,and want of your Countrep, but 
J will put you into a plentifall ſople, and diuide pou into thꝛe 
ſeuerall places full ot abundance, They being allured by thys 
hope, went from their owne houſes, whome being diuided into 
the partes, he ſhewed them a playne, where he bad them Fay 
til he came to ſhew them the place, where they ſhoulde buplde 
their Citie. When he was come to the firſte, he willed them to 
leaue their armour as friends, which they did, then he encloſed 
them with ditches and trenches, and ſent in his ſoulopoures, and 
cauſed them all to be kylled, not one eſcaping, they calling vpon 
the Gods koꝛ the bꝛeach of faith. He did the like to the ſeconde 
and thirds, bekoꝛe one vnderſtode of anothers calamitie: and 
1 he reuenged fraude with fraude, following the Zarbarrans 
vle:no reſpec he had to'phono2 of Nome. A few eſcaped, among 
whome was/-14/4,.who after was Captapne of the z/raves, 
and did great keates, and killed many Romane. Thoſe things 
that were done afterwarde, J will ſhewe in the other bokes. 
But Galbs,who paſſed Lucullus in touetouſneſſe diſtributed a 
fewethings among the ſouldpoures, and toke the reſt tohym- 
ſelfe, although he was moff riche of all the 3»mants, He was a 
man that in peace where p2ofite appeared, would not refrayne 
from periurie and lies. And when he, being hated ok all men, 
was atcuſed, yet foꝛ his riches, whereof he had great plenty, he 
was euer quitte and diſcharged, Not long after as many as 
temained ok the unfaithfulnefe of Lucullus and Galbs gathering 
togither to the number of tenne thoulande, waſted the lande o 
T#rditanta. Agaynſte them, 1. Yettilis with another armye 
vente, and fopning to him all other that were in e whych 
has tenne thouſande, he wente agaynite them that wi ſted 
ſurditania, and kylled many of them, and dꝛoue the other into a 
cattell in! the which, if they woulde tarry, they muff periſhe 
n hunger, if they departed, they muſk fall into the Tak 
a. ands., 
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handes, ſo narrow was the place: wherefoze they ſent Embac; 
ſadoures to /cr12/2 in humble wile, dcliringto haue a place tg 
inhabite, that they from henceloꝛch with all theſe, might be 
butaries to Rome : whyche he accepted, and thep ready to cone 
foꝛth. But Vimiatus that had cicaped from Gb crueitie, am 
was then with them, put them in re:vcngance ofthe Aenne, 
falichwde, and tolde them hop oft thep hadde bin decepued by 
colour of pꝛomiſe, and that all the K armp was nowe 
lyke vato the deceytefulneſle of Gand Lucullus: but if they 
woulde be ruled by hym, he waulde tell thein how they might 
all eſcape ſafe, Thep bepng moned with hys wozdes, and 
concepuing god hope, choſe hym they. Captapne. Therefoze 
when he hadde placed all the boꝛſe in the front of the battell, 
as thong! he woulde fygyte, be commaunded the other, ſo ſone 
as he toke hys hozſe,ts diuide themſelues, and by diuers pathes 
to fl ouer the hylles, as well as they could, to 7-4bo{4, and 
there to tarry hym tyll he came. Ye kepte wyth hym chopte 
Hoꝛſemen, of cucry number, and then he lepte on Hozlebacke, 
and the other fledde with (ode. 

Vertilius, afrayde to followe them that were thus 0 eparate, 
and diuided to mans partes, ſtapcd to ſee what #4 17 | 
doe, who abode ſtill. He with hys ſwifte Hozſe nowe com⸗ | 
myng vpon the &9azes, now going backe from them, andnow I . 
comming agayne vppon them, ſpente fo that whole daye, and 
the nerte aiſa, goyng on, and comming of from that playne, 
And when by .coniecure, he thoughte them that were gone, to 
be come to a ſure place, at midnighte wpth moTlprede, by dy⸗ 
uers hard wayes, he got to Tribela, The Zomencs toulde not v 
uertake hym, partly foz the weight, of their LIE partly 
fa2 the ignoꝛance of the way, and partly for the dinerſitie of 
theyꝛ Hoꝛſes. Thus Viriatu faved ys men that were indeſpe 
ration of themſelues. Thys policit wanne hym greate kame 
vuer all the places aboute, and ſo tbey came unto hym in greal

and the hundzed hoꝛſemen. Then Viiatus pꝛetended to fie, 
Plans (nt foure thouſand to follow bim, vpen whome u | 
ts turned, and killed all ſeue a lewe. Then he paſſed the floud eee g 
Tus, and eamped in an hill full of Dlines, vet called by the 
mme of Venus. Plautius finding him here, and deſireus to heale 
his foꝛmer wounde, gaue him battell, wherein he was eucr- 
tome with great loſle of men, and fledde with ſhame} and kepte 7 ou 
inffrong Cities, and as men be wont, in winter, he durſt neuer 
tome koꝛthe all that Sommer.

fo2 ayde of hys friendes, ano came to 07%, a Citie in payne. 
The contente of hys armye, was fiſtcenc thouſande fatemen, 


and two thouſande Yozſemen, in the whyche place, not mp 
dyng to beginne the warre, tyll he hadde trayned hys Sauldi⸗ 


oures, he wente to 6 des, to ſacrifice to Hercules. Viriatunex⸗ 
ting with ſome of them that were gone a fozaging , kylledthe 
moſt parte of them, and putte the reſt in feare, who beingcal- 
led agapne to they2 Enſigne of theyꝛ Captapne, he ouercame 
them, and ſpoyledthem of a greate pꝛey. When xmms was 
come, he was okte in the fielde, and pzouoked hym to fpghte, 
Maximus thoughte it not god to auenture the whole fpght, but 
continued in exerciſing hys @ouldioures, and ſuffercd hys ſoul⸗ 
didures to ſkirmilhe, that by that meane, he myghte trie the 
heartes, both of hys owne, and of hys enimies.

When Winter was paſf, and he hadde ſufficiently exerciſed 


hys Souldioures, he was the ſeconde, of whome 7:4: was 
ouerth:owen and putte to flighte, doyng all the partes thatbe 
longeth to a Generall.

toke one, and burned another. And when he had dzinen him to 


a ſtrong place, whiche was called ecor, he killedmany, and in 
winter, he wente to lye at Cerduba. 

Wherefoze Viriatua, not illuding hys enimie now as he was 
wont, he induced the T ruacceans, the Titthians, and Bellans, war- 
like people, whiche were at a warce of themſelues, torenolte: 
And ſo ofthe, hee made the warre with the NAmantinel, 
whiche was long, paynefull, and daungerous to the ww 
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the which(when J have done with riet) wil ſhewe bꝛielly. 

This / iriates fought in an other part of 5p4-»e, with another 
Capitaine of the Romanes, C Pompeius. And being auercome, hee 
led to Venus hills. From the which comming again vpon the e⸗ 
ninp,he killed many of Quint me,toke divers enſigns, i dzoue {7 illerk 
the reſt to their campe, and caſte ont the garriſon at e, wa-. 
ed the lande of the 3aſiranes, Foꝛ g1rnrw did not helpe them fo; 
cowardlinefſe and vnſkilfulneſſe, but reſted at Cerduba, in the * ; 
middeſtof Autumne , althoughe-4 arc: didde moue hym to Cern 
lt, ſending a Spen:arde vnto him from an Italian Citie. The nert i 

Fabius Maximu, bother of A emiliauus, came ſucceſſor to, Us 

gun, with two other ane legiũs, and ſome friends Do he , dene. 
had in all eighteene. M. fotmen, t a thouſand ſire hundꝛed ho2ſe- 
men. He wꝛote to M1cp/e, king of Numidia, fo ſone as the time 
would ſerue to ſend him Elephants: & he with part of his armie 3c. 
wente to / tica: whome V iriatus ent ountring by the way with ſir 
thouſand , with great eſcries and alarms, after their Barbarian 
manner, with long and vgly heare 24x:mw withſtode him, and 
without his loſſe repulſed him. And when the other army was 
tome, and out of A rica, ten Elephants, and thz& hundzed hoz- 
les he toke a large place to encampe, and foꝛtiſied it. Ye bee» 
ganne ſtrſte to tame V riatus, and to put him to flight, and chaſe 
him. But when the Romane, followed hym once oute of ozder, 
he perceyuing it, turned vpen them, and killed thꝛer thouſande 


of them, and chaſed the reite to their campe, the whiche, hee nes Rules 


aſſaulted, and founde fewe at the gates to reſiſte hym, foz they 
were fledde into their Tentes fo2 fcare, from whence the Ge- 
terall and Captaines,could hardly remoue them.

Pompey thetſoꝛe being vexed with ſo many euils, by the cons 
faile of the Senatours, remoued, that he ſhoulde lye the reſte of 
the Wynter in ſure places, and the Dpzing, in Cities. Anz br⸗ 
cauſe a Succeſſoure was to come to him, and he att aid to be acs 
cuſed, he beganne to pzaciſe ſecreatly with the NAHmntines, the 
which alſo toz the loſe of man their chiefe citizens, and foꝛ that 

they coulde not tyll their ground, and fo2 want of victuall , and 

fo2 Þ continuance of war, which was longer than they thought; 

they ſent Amballadoꝛs to Penyey, to whom opcnlpe he ſpake, þ 

they ſhould peld themſelues. Foz he ſaid, that he knew none g 

ther way but that, howe to agr# with them, fo2 the dignitie of

gainlf the A manes. Then getting a gret armp, and a number ot 
bis friends, choſen after the koꝛme of the Rom apne Senate, he 
determined to come towarde eme. gerteris was à bolde man, 
and ok a noble harte and known vertue and ſtrength. inſomuch 
as the Senate being afraid of him, created many woꝛthy Cap⸗ 
Caciing Metell's t ains, Cecilia Metellws fir ſt with a great armp, that any wap he 
coulde, he ſhould kepe war from /h, which was vered wyth 
We great diſſentions. A certayne man called Peryen a4, of gerterius (a 
ation, killed him and made hymſelke Generall, and P. me) killed 
him in battell. And ſs had that warre an ende the which put the 
Komanes in à great fear. But theſe things be ſhewed moze plain 
$y!ta, ly in the bake of 597. ciuill wars. After the death of 0, when 
cf C. geſir was thoſen Generali to make warre againſte all men, 
he appeaſed all the tu nultes in e, and any other nation that 
moleſted che Renner, and tompelled all to obep the people of 
Rome, Alſo Ott any Ser Au guflas , ſonne to c. Cr, made ſome 
warre with them that pꝛaciled rebellion. From that tyme the 
Romances diuided /beria, Whiche is nawe Sparne, into th: parts, 
into two of the which, the Senate ſent yearely officers, and the 
Emperoꝛ ſent a pꝛeſident into the thirde, the time of whoſe 2G 
mnce, dependeth of the pleaſure of the Emperour.

But no cnident 
cauſe of enmitie being giuen by him, there came Ambaſadourg 
to Rome from Peelo mens Philcpater, 2aping he might be reſtozed 
into Syria, and Cilicia, which Antuchus had taken from hym.

ſadour, required of AÆntiochus, that Prolomews a friend ta the 3. 
m ines, might enioy the Ringdome that his father lefte him, and 
that the Citties of Ai, which Philip of Macedonie hadde taken, 


might be fre: Fo it was not iuſte that Antiichus would enioy, 


ð places that the .mane: had takt᷑ from Philip. Finally, he ſaid it 
was to be doubted, why An tiochi ſhould bꝛing ſuch a naue 
and an armye from 27-44 out of Aſia into the ſea, & inuade u. 
rope, builde Citties in it, and ſubdue Thracis, but fog ts lap a plat

The next dayehe went from elena to 557771, Franing hys 
Captaines at cel ena, to recepue and gather togither them that 
ledoe and ſent Anibafſadourestothe-Conſull foz to ceaſe war, 
who was burping his dead ſouldioꝛs, and ſpoyling his entmirs, 
ano gathering the captiues, Ot the Romanes that were of the 
Cittie, there was llaine foure and twentye hoꝛſemen, and ther 
hund2ed fotemen, chieflp of them whome Anti chu ſlewe . Eu- 
nene loſte no moꝛe but fifteen hoꝛſemen. The Uyngs loſſe with 
hys confederates, was iuoged to be fiftiethoufand, which could 
not well be numbzedfo2 the multitude: all the Elephants were 
lame, ſane fifterne, which were taken. After thys victozce ſo 
noble, v beyende all reaſon, as ſome thonghte, not beyng lpke, 
that ſo fewe, in a ſtraunge Countrp, ſhould ouertome ſo manp, 
eſpcrially / where the ?acedonian Phalanx was furniſhed full of

Antiechus hathe bin the cauſe bothe of theſe and kozmer trow 
bles thozowe hys ambition, who hauing a greate Kyngrone, 
and the &emzes ſuffring him to haue it; toke from Pre bys 
kinſmmn, and kriend to the Remes, Celeſyria, and inuaded Eu. 
rere \wherc be had nothing to do: he ſubdued Trac ia, he fo2tified 
C berreneſu, and builded £y/mac/14,Ye came into Greece, E made 
the Grec:ans bond, whom the X+»anes had made free, til he was o⸗ 
uercome in battzile at THermopylei, from whence though be fled, 
be lefte not his ambition, but being euercome diuerſe tymes of 
vs by ſea, when we were paſſed Helleßent, he defired peace; 
Lhe conditions whereof, thꝛoughe pꝛide, he contemned and gas 
thered a mighty army, and with gret pꝛeparation he made war 
againe againſte vs, and by compulſien was bzcughte to trye it 
with his betters, till he was cuercome, to hys greate loſſe. It 
were fitte that we ſhould (ct a greater puniſhement vpon him, 
that ſo manpe tymes hathe violentlye dealte with the Ne, 
but we wil not be inſolet fo2 our felicitie, noꝛ aggrauate others 
calamitie.

rewarde,by flying out of Italie, if hee myght obtapne thys of 
geipio and fozbatde him to ſende anpe moze fo hp.n; 
And ſo thzeatuing one another, they departtd to their ſeueral 
tampes. There was a Cittie nygh called c=, at the whiche 
was an hil, fytte foꝛ the campe, the which Annibal percepuing, 
ſent to take it vp, and folowed with his army, but finding it ta⸗ 
ken befo2e of Sci, he was left in the playne fteld without was 
ter, and ſpent that night in digging of water pittes. The army 
pickte ont the heapes of ſande , and dꝛanke little water full of 
ſande,and was grieued without meate oz reſt, and ſome were 
in their armour all night. Mhich 5:2 perteyuing. came vpon 
them by day, they being wearp ok their way, watch and thyztt. 
.Annibel was loth to come to fighte, pet bycauſe he ſhoulde 
wante water ik he tarrped, and, if he fletde, his enimie woulde 
take courage and ſet vpon hym, conſider ing all this, he thought 
it god foz the neceſſitie,totry it, He put in oꝛder fifty. M. and 
Irrr. Elephants. He placed them befoꝛe the batfel with ſpaces 
between to make them moſt terrible. After them was the third 
parte of the armye, the celtuns and /igurians: with theſe wert 
myred archers and llyngers of arri and Cymnaſiaccafter the 
was the ſeconde army, whiche was of Carehegians and il yu.

Cubits long and very thicke,to kepe backe the Tlephantes as 
an engine, and he warned them and the other fotemen, to gine 
place to the furie ofthofe beaſtes,and to cat their dartes vpon

AT nnibal had thꝛe thouſand, ci had two thou⸗ 
ſande, and the thꝛer hunvzed Jralians, whom he armed in Sicelie. 
Whenall was ready, both of them enconraged their men. v. 
po called the Gods to witneſle, befoze his army, againſt whom, 
the Carthaginians had offended, as ofte as thep bꝛake their pꝛo⸗ 
miſe,and required hys army not to loke to the number of their 
enimies;but to their owne vertue, whom, being moꝛe in num- , 
ber they had ouerthzowen euen in that lande: and if they that 
duertome, haue anpe feare oꝛ doubte, muche moꝛe of neceſſi- , 
tie mut they haue that haue bin duercome.Chus did 9% en- , 
tour age and ſtirre his kewe number. AT nnibal retoꝛded to them , 
the feates that he hadde done in /-al--,as an enterpꝛiſe of moſte , 
great renoume, not among the 1«m:d:ans, but among all the, — * 
Italians in Italie, and ſhewed how fewe the enimies were now,, 
and exhoꝛted them, not to be woꝛſe than a fewe they being moe 
and in their own countrey. Both of them did declare vnto their, 
ſouldiours the daunger and greatneſle of the pꝛeſent fight. 
Annibal ſhewed that Certhage and all Zilys was to be tryed. 
in thys fighte , whether they ſhoulde be: lanes being over- , 
tome, oꝛ rule hereafter duer all they had wonne , cy tolte , 
bys that if they were defeated, they had no ſafe returne: if they : 
dyd ouercome, a great dominion ſhoulde fall vnto them, and a.

cilie „ their parents and their friends lamenting, ſpecially their 
mothers, the which, like madde women folowed their childzen 
and the ſhippes, and helde the ſouldiours and the Ancres, and 
pulled the tackle, and ſtopped the Marriners, and ſtayed the 
ſaples : ſome followed ſwimming a great way in the lea, wes 
ping that they were taken from their childzen. Some vpon the 
lande, did teare their haire and beate their bzeaſts, as they are 
wonte in a funerall. Fo2 it ſeemed in woꝛde, a deliuerie of chil⸗ 
dꝛen, foꝛ a confoꝛmitie, but in d&de, it was a verpe yelding of 
the Citie, their childzen being deliuered vpon no certaine con⸗ 
dittan:and inany did pꝛopheſie in the delinerie of their child2e, 
that it ſhoulde not pꝛofitte the Citie.

Nepheris, Manlius going to Nephers againſt 1 [druba!, Scipio was not 
contente, ſœing al woddes and hylly places, and the high places 
gotten befoze:andas they were thze furlongs from. ſdrubal, 
and coming to a riuer muſt aſcend to A ſdrubal, he ſtayd then, 
and counſelled him to retire, and that another time and pollicie 
ſhould be moꝛe fitte to match with A ſarubal. The ether Tri- 

„„ Corres bunes ſpeaking against himfoz enup and malice, not thinking 
> :-3:9, tit god counſell to giue place in the ſight of the enimpe, wheres 
by they might contemne them, and ſet vpon them as flying, he 

aͤg aine deſired them , to put their campe on the hyther ſide of 

the riuer, that if they were put to it. they might haue a place ta 

reſozte, where as nowe they hadde none, wherevnto they 

might flye. They laughed at this, and one thꝛeatned to caſfe 

away his (w92de, if not Atanlius, but Selpis did rule. Therekoꝛe 

A anlius went on, not verye Ckilfull in the warre . A ſdruball 

encountred with him, and there was greate ſlaughter on both 

ſides, Then A ſdruball ranne into a caſtle where was no peril, 

The Romances and wayted to ſet on them as they wente, who repenting that 

by Aras they had done, they retired to the loud in o2der, but the floud be- 

ing hard to paſſe , bycauſe of fewe foꝛdes and painkul, they 
wer foꝛced to bꝛeak their oꝛder. Whych,when A drubul ſaw, 
he came downe mankullp, and killed many, that did not reſiſte, 
but fledde,and thꝛer of the Captaines were ſlaine, that bꝛought 
ls duenne £96 army to that conflicte, But 5cpe with thꝛer hundzed hozle- 
Confutans men that he had, and as manye as he coulde get togither, di- 
his army, aided into th2ee companies, gaue charge vpon the enimie with 
greate vehemence , by poꝛtions darting at them, and rety⸗ 
ring then vppon them, and agapne returning. Foz ſo he tolde 
them, that halfe of them ſhould aſſaple the enimies, and thꝛow 
their dartes, as being in a circle. This being eft done, and the 
£:byan; without any ſtape, being ſhotte at continuallpe, and all 
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turning vppon cp, theatherhadthe leſſe trouble to paſſe the 
riucr . And Sci rode after them, being ſtroke at verye ſoꝛe. 
Foure companies at the beginning of the frap being put irom 
the floude by the enimies, ranne to an hill, where 4/4» #«6.;/ be⸗ 
ſieged them, vnknowne to the Romancs, till they taped. CMhen 
they knewe it, ſome thoughte god to goe their wape and not to 
aduenture many foz a fewe - Scipio tolde them, that befoꝛe a 
matter is begonne, god counſell muſte be hadde, but ſo marc 
menne and enſignes being in daunger, the vttermoſte boldenelle 
muſte be vſed. He choſe certaine troupes of hoꝛſemen, and ſat? 
he would returne wilh them, oꝛ gladly die with them, Be toke 
with him two dayes viduall, and ſtreight went foꝛth, all the ar⸗ 
my being afraide, leaſt he alſo ſhouide periſh. When he tame to 
the hill where they were beſieged, he with great ſpeede twke an 
other hill ouer⸗ againſte it, diuided by a little valley. Then the 
Libyans didde giue an hote charge vpon them that were beſieged, 
thinking $5c:p:o coulde not ſuccoure them, being in ſo long a i02- 
ney, But he ſeeing the bottomes of the hills compaſſing the val- 
ley, did not omit the occaſion,but ranne and toke a place aboue 
the enimies. They bepng now beſct rounde aboute, fled with- 
out ozder, gciyis ſuffering them to go freely, bycauſe they were 
a great deale moze than he. 

Thus gi ſaued theſe alſo, that were in deſperation, When 2% faveth.4. 
the army ſawe him come a farre off, beyng ſaued beyond hope, i” danger. 
and hauing ſaued the other, they made great retopce, and thou⸗ 
ghte God wꝛought with him, as he did with his Grandfather, Sang , 
that ſeemed to knowe what was to come. Manlius led his army #0. 
to the Cittie againe, putting great faulte in them that woulde 
not obey gc, when he counſelled to retire with the army. All __. FR 
were muche grieued, that they that were killed, lape vnburied, 546uried com. 
ſpecially the Tribunes . Therkoꝛe 5c:p: loſed a p2iſoner , and dioures. 
ſent him to £/4r«b4/, pzaping him to bury the Tribunes . Her 
ſought among the dead bodies, and found them by their rings of 
golde . Fo2 the Tribunes o an army weare gold, and the infe⸗ T. une ever

downe being yet aliue, ſhe wing there was no hope ok concozde 
betwene the Romaines,and the Carrhagies, Thus did he ſtirre 


Crueltie oute of them to haue their hope onlp in fight. But it came other wiſe to 


paſſe than he thoughte, foꝛ the Cart hegies, by conſcience oftheſe 
hozrible ades, were made fearefull in ſfeade of bloud, and they 
bated A ſdruball that hadde taken awape hope of pardon, and 
ſpecially the Denate who exclapmed agapuſt him, as one that 
committed to cruell and pꝛoude deedes,: in the countries cala⸗ 
mitie. But he toke certaine of the Senate and killed them, and 
being waren fearefull toward all, was rather a Tirame, than 
a Captaine, as he that had his ſafety only in this, to be terrible
